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A Cowbridge man, 
Josh Llewellyn- 
Jones, has been 
recognised by the 
Prime Minister and 
Secretary of State 
for Wales for his 
“outstanding volun¬ 
tary service” fund¬ 
raising for cystic 
fibrosis charities at 
a Downing Street 
reception to mark 
St David’s Day. 

Mr Llewellyn-Jones, 
aged 31, has raised over 
£750,000 from extreme 
fitness challenges in 
support of cystic fibrosis 
charities and his own 
foundation to encourage 
children with the condi¬ 
tion to exercise. 

Diagnosed with cystic 
fibrosis as a child, Josh 
was told by doctors that 
he would not live into 
his thirties. Inspired to 
raise awareness of the 
condition and show the 
importance of still being 
physically active, Josh 
has undertaken a range 
of endurance challenges 
such as ultra-marathons, 
and became a world 
record holder after 
weight-lifting an aston¬ 
ishing one million kilos 
in 24 hours. 

His challenges have 
raised money in support 
of his foundation ‘CF 
Warriors’, which helps 
children with cystic 
fibrosis get into sport at 
an early age by providing 
dedicated packs giving 
tips on exercise and 
fitness. 

CF Warriors has also 
provided an online com¬ 
munity for children with 
cystic fibrosis who are 
isolated from others with 
the condition due to risks 
of cross-infection.

The GEM contacted 
the organisers, who 
responded: 

“We are really glad 
this has been pointed 
out; the application is 
generic and we have 
absolutely no plans 
to put on things such 
as live films, plays, or 


dance performances. 

“Also, we will not be 
holding any events until 
11.30pm. 

“It’s the way the 
application is written; 
when you see it, it looks 
like we have plans to 
put on multiple events 
until late in the evening, 
that is definitely not the 
case. 

“We only have plans 
for one weekend a 
year, and We finish at 
9pm on Saturday and 
Sunday and are actually 
finishing even earlier 
this year on the Friday 
at 8.30pm. 

“The reason for the 
application is so we 
hold the licence and we 
can increase the capac¬ 
ity slightly, but we will 
make sure everything 
is done in the correct 
manner. ” 

The GEM also asked 
for clarification from 
the Vale Council. 

Cllr Hunter Jarvie, 
Cabinet Member for 
Legal and Regulatory 
Services, said: “We 
have received an 
application to licence 
Romilly Park seven days 
a week rather than just 
for GlastonBARRY as 
a specific event and are 
currently conducting 
a public consultation 
exercise on the matter. 

“Some resident 
representations have 
already been received 
and the views of all 
other interested parties 
are invited before the 
closing date of March 
13. 

“All opinions will be 
given full consideration 
before a Licensing 
Sub-Committee makes 
a decision on the 
application. ”

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Infant group benefits 
from Everest trek

TWO men have 
completed a 
fundraising trip to 
Everest in memory 
of a much-loved 
Llantwit Major 
woman, Sian Rees, 
who lost her battle 
with cancer in 
2017. 

Sian worked at the 
neo-natal unit at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales and Rhys Aherne 
(30) and his friend Alex 
Scott (30) wanted to 
raise funds for SCIPS - 
the Special Care Infant 
Parent Support Group. 
Sian was a close friend 
of Rhys’s parents and 
he said: “We wanted to 
raise funds for a charity 
Sian was passionate 
about. 

“We first flew to 
Kathamandu, the capital 
of Nepal, and then on 
to Lukla Airport which 
is in a valley and about 
2,500 metres up. The 
trek started there.” 

Base camp was only 
40 miles away but the 
two men had to take 
their time to ensure they 
didn’t suffer physically. 
Rhys said: “On the 



second day I felt ill and 
took some paracetamol. 
I’m not sure whether 
it was something I’d 
eaten, the water or 
altitude. We didn’t have 
porters and carried our 
own gear. Early on we 
puffing and panting and 
trying to get air in our 
lungs. 

“It got easier the 
higher we went - per¬ 
haps because our bodies 
were acclimatising. We 
got our first glimpse 
of Everest from the 
Everest View Hotel on 
the third day.” 

It took eight days to 
reach their destination. 
“Everest base camp was 
bleak and cold. Three 
days of bad weather set 


in. We stayed at a lodge 
nearby with snow in it. 

“We did the trek in 
early February, but the 
trekking season nor¬ 
mally begins in March. 
It was fascinating 
speaking to the local 
porters and Sherpas. We 
saw one guy heading 
for a village carrying a 
washing machine on his 
back! 

“One of the lodge 
owners had climbed to 
the summit of Everest 
seven times and knew 
a lot of the famous 
western mountaineers. 
At one lodge we saw 
old oxygen bottles 


from the 1953 British 
expedition.” 

It took three days to 
trek back down to the 
starting point at Luckla. 
Rhys added: “On the 
way down a storm blew 
up and it was minus 25 
degrees Celsius.” 

So far the two men 
have raised £2,245 for 
SCIPS. People are still 
contributing and if any¬ 
one would like to make 
a donation, they can go 
to: uk.virginmoneygiv- 
ing.com/ and put in a 
search for ‘Rhys and 
Alex trek to Everest’.

‘Why was Fields 
in Trust 
status denied?’ 


H aving 
been 
involved 
with the Cowbridge 
Physic garden 
during its early 
stages, I would 
like to express my 
disappointment 
and bewilderment 
with the deci¬ 
sion of the Vale 
Cabinet to deny 
the garden a Fields 
in Trust status, in 
spite of this being 
recommended, nor 
to grant the long 
lease which would 
enable the trustees 
to access the nec¬ 
essary grants from 
funding bodies. 

When celebrating the 
750th anniversary of the 
Cowbridge Charter, a 
stall in the church with 
the outline plans for a 
physic garden caught 
the eye of the Prince of 
Wales, who said that if 
it got off the ground, he 
would come to open it. 

A group of enthusi¬ 
asts applied to the Vale 
Council for a lease so 
that they might start the 
process by clearing the 
overgrown area which 
had once been a part 
of Old Hall garden. 

This had been owned 
in turn by Glamorgan 
County Council, South 


Glamorgan County 
Council and finally by 
the Vale Council, none 
of whom had done 
anything to clear it of 
overgrown trees and 
rubbish, nor to make 
anything of it. 

When I was the 
Cabinet member 
responsible for the legal 
department of the Vale, 
after discussion with 
colleagues, I authorised 
a 25 year lease on a 
peppercorn rent; the rest 
is history - a remarkable 
garden providing a tran¬ 
quil spot in the centre 
of Cowbridge, well 
known throughout the 
UK and Europe which 
brings many visitors to 
Cowbridge. 

Without the safeguard 
of either a long lease or 
a fields in Trust status, 
it is going to become 
increasingly hard to 
obtain grant funding for 
essential repair work 
which will be needed 
over time. 

This is the first 
and only occasion on 
which a nomination for 
Fields in Trust has been 
refused in the Vale. 

‘Why?’ is what the 
people of Cowbridge 
should be asking their 
councillors.

‘Disappointment’ 
at Cabinet decision 


I MUST, like Jo 
Homfray and 
Mike Clay, 
admit a sense of 
disappointment and 
bafflement over

“Everyone knows Filco on 
Cowbridge High Street; it’s been 
here for 50 years and in my view 
is the perfect place for a Post 
Office. 

“Filco is a company that prides 
itself on being local, and in the 
hearts - not just geographically 
- of the towns where shops are 
sited. 

“Our meat is from about 40 
miles away, milk and butter is 
from Ty Tangwlyst, vegetables 
are local, even some of our bread 
and cakes are, so fewer ‘food 
miles’ are produced by our suppli¬ 
ers, and with the Post Office now 
here, customers won’t be clocking 
up food miles to do their posting.” 

Cllr Terry Williams, Mayor of 
Cowbridge (Ancient Borough) 
with Flanblethian Town Council, 
was equally pleased. 

At the ribbon cutting, he said: “I 


am absolutely thrilled about this, 
and very pleased for Filco, which 
negotiated a twisty path to make 
it happen. 

“The town council, too, has 
been involved to help secure the 
return of the Post Office to make 
sure our community is served, and 
served well.” 

His words were echoed by 
Stuart Taylor, Public Affairs 
Manager for the Post Office. 

“We know,” he began “how 
much local people have missed 
having a Post Office in Cowbridge, 
and we look forward to serving 
them now, and in the long-term.’ 

Matthew Hunt of Filco 
Supermarkets called it a “... 
long-awaited day” for Cowbridge 
people. 

“We’ve already had feedback, 
and it’s positive. Eighteen months 
for a town the size and busyness 
of Cowbridge not to have a Post 


Office means this a long-awaited 
day for them, for all of us who 
visit, live or work in Cowbridge.” 

“Clearly, siting a Post Office 
in a well-known and recognised 
location is going to be good for 
business, but it’s good for our 
customers.” 

On the re-opening of a Post 
Office in Cowbridge, Vale MP 
Alun Caims said: “I am delighted 
that Cowbridge Post Office has 
officially opened after months of 
negotiations and discussions. Fots 
of residents contacted me to raise 
the issue of Cowbridge not having 
its own Post Office and I am very 
grateful to Filco for the commit¬ 
ment they have made to help find 
a solution. This is great news for 
the High Street and will no doubt 
be welcomed by residents and 
businesses.”

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Cricket club pays tribute 
to former chairman 


MEMBERS of 
Cowbridge Cricket 
Club have paid 
tribute to Nigel 
Anderson, the 
chairman of the 
club between 1988 
and 1993, who has 
died. 

Nigel was a lifelong 
lover of cricket, having 
played at Lancing 
School. His first con¬ 
nection with Cowbridge 
was playing for Cheadle 
while the Cheshire club 
were on tour in the 
early 1960s. 

Nigel and his wife 
Ann subsequently 


came to Cowbridge and 
moved to Llandough 
Castle following EH 
Ebsworth and Sir 
Sydney Byass as resi¬ 
dents who had strong 
links with the club. 

Nigel played mainly 
on Sundays and he 
captained the Sunday 
XI with humour and no 
little style for a number 
of years. As a tall man, 
Nigel could make the 
ball leave the batsman 
late and it was only the 
very best who ever felt 
fully in when Nigel was 
bowling. 

However Nigel was 
someone who preferred 


the fun of friendly 
matches to the ‘playing 
for points’ aspect of 
Saturday league cricket. 
Nigel was a regular in 
the South Wales Hunts 
XI. 

One of Nigel’s con¬ 
tributions to Cowbridge 
cricket was the estab¬ 
lishment of a two-day 
fixture over the August 
Bank Holiday between 
Cowbridge and the 
Hunts. The cricket was 
always fun but it could 
hardly compare with the 
parties at The Castle on 
the evening between the 
two days which became 
the stuff of legend. 

For a man who had 
risen to the very top 
of the corporate ladder 
with Gallagher Tobacco 
he was never one to be 
self important. Indeed 
he rejoiced in nick¬ 
names he was allocated 
on Cowbridge tours 
including ‘Laughing 
Boy’ and ‘Guy the 
gorilla’, the latter 
resulting in Nigel’s son 
Stephen being chris¬ 
tened ‘The Chimp’. 

The most significant 
action of Nigel’s 
stewardship of the club 
happened towards the 
end of his tenure when 
he led the club to leave 
the South Wales Cricket 
Conference and join the 


South Wales Cricket 
Association. Over time 
that move would prove 
to be both fundamental 
and beneficial to the 
club. 

Squash and horse 
racing were also high 
on Nigel’s list of 
sporting interests. The 
third squash court was 
erected in large part due 
to Nigel. He enjoyed 
success on the track 
with horses trained 
by among others Mrs 
Mercy Rimmell but his 
greatest moment came 
when Lady Llanfair, a 
mare he had bred, won 
at Cheltenham. 

Having moved to 
Westgate in recent 
years, Nigel was a 
regular supporter on a 
Saturday afternoon at 
the Athletic Ground. 
Often wearing his 
trademark slippers and 
with Bobby his West 
Highland terrier at his 
heels Nigel cut a distin¬ 
guished figure. 

The club owes Nigel 
Anderson a debt of 
gratitude for his contri¬ 
bution and extends its 
sympathy to Ann and 
the Anderson family.

Cosmeston on track for 
rail network funding 


TREES will be planted at 
Cosmeston Lakes Country 
Park after it secured funding 
from Network Rail’s The 
Greater West Programme, 
a biodiversity offsetting 
scheme that supports the 
delivery of habitats planting 
and enhancement projects. 

The planting of 1,350 trees will 
give a two-hectare extension to the 
southern edge of Cogan Wood that 
will include a mixed selection of fruit 
trees. 

The majority of the planting will be 
carried out by a contractor, with some 
trees being planted by the Cosmeston 
Wildlife Group and volunteers. 


The volunteers, along with the Vale 
Council’s onsite ranger service, will 
help maintain the extension in the 
coming years. 

Emmanuel Deschamps, 
Environment Manager for Network 
Rail said: “It is fantastic to be able 
to support this project. A new habitat 
will be created for a whole range of 
species and projects like this are vital 
in creating green spaces for people 
and wildlife to enjoy.” 

Cosmeston Lakes Country Park has 
a variety of habitats covering over 100 
hectares of land and water, with some 
areas designated as Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest to protect rare and 
diverse plant and animal species. 


£30,000 on offer from 
healthcare charity 


CARDIFF & Vale Health 
Charity has allocated £30,000 
in total to support third sec¬ 
tor community healthcare 
improvement projects in the 
region.

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Overspend looms 
for Vale Council 
as more children 
are taken into care

Fair bake for 
Fairtrade 
BARRY Town 
Council is currently

GROWING numbers of 
children are going into care 
in the Vale of Glamorgan 
in what’s been described as 
a “very disappointing out¬ 
come” for many families. 

New figures have revealed that 
276 looked-after children were 
in the council’s care in February 
2019 - a 50 per cent jump from 
183 children at the same time in 
February 2016. 

It was revealed last year that 
the council was paying £471,380 
per year to keep just one 14-year- 
old boy in a secure unit after a 
pattern of “complex and challeng¬ 
ing behaviour”. 

On February 27, Cllr Kevin 
Mahoney raised concerns in a 
Vale Council meeting about this 
cost - describing it as a “scandal”. 

He said: “We have had no 
proposals put forward by any 
of the officers on how we can 
address this. 

“£470,000 for one child in 
secure accommodation. That’s 
not far off a one per cent council 
tax increase for the entire county.” 

Council leader John Thomas 
said the spend on one child’s care 
was decided by the courts and 
was out of the council’s hands - 
and it was unfair to blame council 
officers. 


He said: “It’s in the hands 
of the courts where they place 
children. If we have not got the 
facilities at home we have to pay 
for it.” 

The council’s budget for place¬ 
ments for looked-after children 
is expected to overspend by 
£500,000 this year as demand 
continues to grow. 

A council report says: “This 
is due to the increasing com¬ 
plexities of the children currently 
being supported, which results in 
their placement in very high cost 
units.” 

Cllr Ian Johnson, Plaid Cymru 
leader on the authority, said: “It’s 
a very disappointing outcome for 
so many families.” 

He asked if the council 
had approached the Welsh 
Government for more funding for 
looked-after children in the Vale. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp, cabinet 
member for social care, health and 
leisure, said: “There’s constant 
requests particularly through the 
WLGA on to Welsh Government 
for additional funding. 

“The situation is difficult, I 
accept that. It needs to be borne 
in mind that the numbers do fluc¬ 
tuate over time. 

“We need to look more at the 
situation of these children and 
the measures the council takes 


to keep the numbers as low as 
possible.” 

Lance Carver, Vale Council 
director of social services, said: 
“In common with the responsi¬ 
bilities of all local authorities, the 
council has a statutory duty to 
provide care and support where 
the needs of a child require this. 

“Where a child is looked after, 
the local authority takes a role as 
corporate parent. These responsi¬ 
bilities include the identification 
of accommodation appropriate to 
the child’s needs. 

“The Vale Council supports 
children looked after in a range 
of settings, always where this is 
possible within their families, or 
where this cannot be achieved, 
within foster care or residential 
placements. The identification 
and funding of placements is a 
challenge for local authorities 
across Wales in the context of 
rising demand and complexity 
and limited available provision. 

“We are working closely 
and productively with Welsh 
Government colleagues to ensure 
that we have safe numbers of chil¬ 
dren looked after and appropriate 
levels of funding.”

Rambling from 
Valleys to beaches! 


SEVEN walkers joined Rachel 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers in wonderful unex¬ 
pected sunny conditions below 
the derelict St Luke’s Church 
at Abercarn and they set off 
uphill by road, celebrating 
the fact that topcoats, gloves 
and hats were not required. 

Upon reaching the top of the valley 
they stopped for morning refresh¬ 
ment overlooking the beautiful Cwm 
Gwyddon below them. 

Heading across Mynydd Maen 
Common towards the transmitting 
masts on Mynydd Twyn-glas, the rug¬ 
ged pathway was almost completely 
dry, but deep ruts signified that off¬ 
road motorcyclists have caused a great 
deal of damage to the area. 

Locating a grassy bank they enjoyed 
lunch in lovely warm sunshine before 
heading into woodland at Cefn Rhyswg 
to scuff up fallen beech leaves with 
their boots. A steep descent on wood¬ 
land paths at Cefn Gofapi brought 
them through forestry for the steep 
descent to the footbridge over the fast 
flowing Nant Gwyddon, before the 
last steep climb to reach a road for the 
return to their start. 

On a cool overcast morning, 11 
walkers joined Robin and spaniel 
Pepper at Oxwich Bay car park and 
after gazing at the recent huge rockfall 
on the beach, they headed past the 
ancient church of St Illtyd surrounded 
by trees, in order to climb steps set into 
the hillside on Oxwich Point. 

Following the well-worn undulating 
path through woodland which is now 
part of the Wales Coast Path they 
rounded the comer on to the open cliff 


path and paused for morning break just 
as the sun broke through. 

With hazy views westwards towards 
Port-Eynon they tramped into the 
headwind below the tall craggy cliffs, 
to climb up to Slade on a footpath 
diversion. 

A narrow path led them into the 
peaceful village of Horton where a 
man-made pathway through the sand 
dunes led them to their lunch stop at the 
dog-friendly Ship Inn at Port-Eynon, 
which was very busy with people out 
enjoying the lovely weather.

But Merchant has 
gone back behind the 
camera and the laptop 
for his latest project, as 
he directs and writes 
the real life story of 
WWE wrestler Paige 
in Fighting With My 


Family. 

Florence Pugh plays 
Saraya, who, along 
with her brother Zak 
(Jack Lowden) dreams 
of being a professional 
wrestler. 

It’s in the genes, as 
her parents Ricky and 
Julia (Nick Frost and 
Lena Headey) are in the 
wrestling world - but 
where they are in 
Norwich is far away 
from the glitz and the 
glamour of the American 
wrestling industry. 

When Saraya and Zak 
get a shot at the big time 
with the WWE, the pair 
have to take their oppor¬ 
tunities and battle to 
get the chance to shine 
at the very top of their 
chosen profession...

Wrestling and cinema 
don’t always make 
for a good mix. Yes, 
Darren Aronofsky’s 
The Wrestler was an 
exception to the rule, 
but films like Ready 
To Rumble, No Holds 
Barred and Walk Like 
A Panther have hardly 
set the cinematic world 
alight. 

Given Stephen 
Merchant’s involvement, 
you would expect 
Fighting With My 
Family to be a wholesale 
comedy, but in actual 
fact it’s a warmly-told 
and hugely charming 
underdog story that, 
while not played wholly 
straight, has a degree 
of emotion that makes 
for a hugely satisfying 
viewing experience. 

The world of wres¬ 
tling is one that is easily 
mocked, yet this is a 
film that showcases the 
hard work that it takes 
to be successful, and the 
luck and effort it takes to 
reach the pinnacle of the 
WWE (the facial rebuke 
one character receives 
when uttering the phrase 
“wrestling is fake” is 
firm proof of this). 

While Merchant 
slighty fudges the

path from a garage 
in Norwich to 
WrestleMania (the 
journey likely far more 
complex and trickier 
than displayed here) he 
does, however, highlight 
the sacrifices Paige made 
in order to achieve her 
dream. 

Rather than a vanity 
project, this is a film that 
examines the life of the 
family surrounding her 
- the tough lives they 
led and how wrestling 
proved to be the family’s 
salvation, a balm to 
soothe old wounds - and

this is where the emo¬ 
tional heft comes from. 

If Paige’s rise is your 
traditional rags-to-riches 
tale (being told you’re 
not good enough, grab¬ 
bing victory from the 
jaws of defeat) then the 
tale of her brother Zak is 
equally as compelling. 

Being told that the 
one thing he has been 
passionate about since 
the age of three isn’t 
going to end up in him 
becoming a superstar 
wrestler is the more 
interesting strand in 
some ways, and works 
as a counterpoint to the 
(perceived) achieve¬ 
ments of Paige. 

It’s a film that is 
surprisingly well-acted. 
Florence Pugh has 
shown in her work 
thus far an ability to 
inhabit many different 
characters, and here 
she has the attitude and 
desire, along with the 
hidden vulnerabilities, 
that make her stand out, 
while Jack Lowden as 
her brother is equally as 
good, a performance of 
real finesse. 

Around them are 
a raft of lovely turns, 
whether it’s Nick Frost 
and Lena Headey as the 
tough-but-tender parents, 
Vince Vaughn playing to 
type as as Paige’s smart¬ 
mouthed trainer and a 
small, but wonderful, 
cameo from Dwayne 
Johnson. 

Merchant’s big screen 
solo directorial debut 
certainly carries the 
hallmarks of his work 
with Gervais, but he 
shows a strong ability to 
carry the story without 
resorting to flashy 
camera work. The script 
may carry a few cliches 
but they work within the 
spirit of the film. 

It may draw in the 
wrestling fans, but 
Fighting With My 
Family deserves to 
be seen by a broader 
audience. Its pull comes 
not from the wresting 
element, but more from 
the universal themes it 
explores - the price of 
success, achieving your 
dreams no matter what 
the cost, stepping out 
from the shadow of your 
family and, as such, 
makes for a really pleas¬ 
ing viewing experience. 

VERDICT: Fighting 
With My Family is an 
absolute treasure of a 
film - charming and 
heartwarming, it’s a 
rags-to-riches-esque 
biopic that gets the 
balance just right. The 
performances all shine, 
in particular Florence 
Pugh and Jack Lowden, 
while Stephen Merchant 
proves a steady and 
sure hand on directorial 
and script duties. 
Recommended.

Coastal exploration

When the business 
announced what had 
happened on Facebook 
there were dozens of 
supportive remarks. 

One poster said: 
“Ogmore just won’t 
be the same without 
The Coffi Pig. You 
and Meg have done a 
fantastic job building 
your business and you 
don’t deserve this.” 

Another person said: 
“We have enjoyed the 
quality service, products 
and fantastic customer 
service. You will be 
sorely missed by us 
and the other residents 


of Ogmore-by-Sea.” 

One woman said the 
tendering process should 
involve more than just 
the ‘highest bidder’ and 
that things like quality 
of service and unique 
selling points should be 
taken into consideration. 

Mike Clogg of the 
Vale Council said: “We 
appreciate this has come 
as extremely disappoint¬ 
ing news to the previous 
tenants, The Coffi Pig, 
and we would like to 
thank them for their 
excellent service over 
the last two years. “As 
a public authority it is 
necessary for us to 
subject our concessions 
to a competitive tender 


process every few years 
to ensure that other busi¬ 
nesses have the opportu¬ 
nity to trade on council 
land and that we continue 
to receive best value for 
our council taxpayers. 

“On this occasion 
another operator pro¬ 
vided us with a better 
offer through the ten¬ 
dering process and the 
council is obligated to 
accept this tender from 
a business perspective. 

“We look forward 
to working with the 
new concession holder 
and also hope that The 
Coffi Pig operators 
will be able to find a 
suitable alternative loca¬ 
tion for their operation, 
which will ensure their 
continued success.” 

He added: “Losing

Time running out for 
the ‘Save Llancarfan 
School’ protestors 


THE Cabinet of 
the Vale Council 
is standing firm 
in its intention to 
close Llancarfan 
Primary School, 


although the 
cabinet prefers 
to call it a case of 
“migrating” pupils 
to a new school in 
Rhoose. 


Opposition to the 
closure was a factor last 
Thursday when the Vale 
Council’s budget for 
2019/2020 was voted 
down by a meeting of 
the full council. 

Recently-elected 
Rhoose ward member 
Andrew RT Davies, 
and three other 
Conservatives voted 
against, although the 
closure was not the only 
factor in their decision. 

Nevertheless, the 
cabinet voted to go 
ahead with the closure 
on Monday, March 4. 

It will now proceed to 
the Scrutiny Committee 
for discussion and then 
return to the cabinet for 
a final determination. 

The GEM under¬ 
stands that Cllr Gordon 
Kemp, who represents 
Rhoose and is a member 
of the cabinet, proposed 
that the decision be 
deferred for 12 months, 
but this was defeated. 

Andy Farquharson, 
a spokesman for the 
campaign group, said: 


“We are disappointed 
but unsurprised by the 
cabinet’s decision, as 
we’ve long suspected 
it was a foregone 
conclusion. 

“Our hopes now 
rest with the Learning 
and Culture Scrutiny 
Committee to properly 
challenge the educa¬ 
tional and business 
case for the new school 
before final approval. 

“The objection report 
presented by officers 
to the cabinet was a 
lengthy rehash of their 
previous selective 
reports and did not 
properly address our 
concerns or adequately 
consider alternative 
options. At a time 
when the Vale Council 
is facing a difficult 
budget decision later 
this week, it does seem 
a waste of tax-payer’s 
money to proceed with 
building a new school 
with significant surplus 
places, which will also 
divide the community in 
Rhoose to the detriment 


of Rhws Primary. 

“By not properly 
holding officers to 
account, the cabinet 
has let down people 
right across the Rhoose 
ward, set a dangerous 
precedent which endan¬ 
gers all rural school 
communities throughout 
Wales, and as an action 
committee we will con¬ 
tinue to explore options 
for a legal challenge, 
as well take the matter 
up directly with Welsh 
Government.” 

Cllr Andrew RT 
Davies, said: “I’m bit¬ 
terly disappointed with 
the decision taken on 
Llancarfan School by 
the cabinet at the Vale 
Council - regrettably, 
common sense did not 
prevail. 

“However, as a 
councillor for the ward 
I will continue to press 
the case for a viable 
alternative to these 
plans - the fight for 
Llancarfan School is by 
no means over.”

Vale Council are to 
consider amended 
budget this Friday 


THE Vale Council Leader, 
Cllr John Thomas has said 
an amended budget will go 
to a full council meeting 
this Friday, March 8, and 
that the proposed level of 
council tax, 4.9 per cent, 
will remain the same. 

In the last few days Cllr 
Thomas has had discussions 
with the Labour group which 
has agreed to support him - in 
return for concessions. Last week, 
the council, a Conservative- 
Independent administration, lost a 
vote to get its budget for 2019-20 
approved after four Conservatives 
joined opposition councillors to 
vote it down. 

This week, Cllr John Thomas 
confirmed he had been in talks 
with opposition councillors 
to resolve matters. He said: 
“Following last week’s budget 
vote I held discussions with 
members of my own group, 
including those who did not sup¬ 
port the budget proposals as well 
as several other councillors. 

“Talks continued in the days 
that followed and I am pleased 
to say that new budget proposals 
will now be presented to a 
special meeting of full council on 
Friday. These will include new 
measures to address a number of 
issues raised at the full council 
meeting and subsequently - such 
as an additional £100,000 for 
supporting local bus services and 
setting aside additional money to 
support community uses in the 
development of St Paul’s Church 
in Penarth.” 

He said he had also agreed 
to a request from opposition 
councillors to review a number 
of areas of the council’s work. 

Cllr Thomas went on: “If agreed 
on Friday, this new budget will 
represent a victory for grown-up 
politics in the Vale. Reaching this 
agreement has not been about 
doing deals, but rather being 
mature and perceptive enough 
to consider the needs of all the 
communities we serve.” 

The leader of the Labour 
group, Cllr Neil Moore, said he 
and his colleagues had opposed 
the original budget because they 
wanted to make a stand on the 
mismanagement of budgets. 

He said: “However, I had not

expected that members of the 
Conservative group would vote 
against their own budget and as a 
result it was not approved. 

“Due to the unprecedented 
event I agreed, along with Cllr 
Lis Burnett, to have discussions 
with the leadership of the council 
and negotiated an amended 
budget, which includes issues that 
we felt to be important for the 
people of the Vale. 

“We did so knowing that 
unless a budget was agreed, it 
would be both irresponsible and 
illegal; and would leave vital 
services in jeopardy and the most 
vulnerable unprotected. “We 
have negotiated changes in the 
budget that included supporting 
buses that were at risk of stop¬ 
ping, along with support for com¬ 
munities, such as seed funding for 
the St Paul’s Community Space 
Group in Penarth, which have 
been included in the amended 
budget. 

“However, we also required 
other priorities to be included, 
outside the budget report. They 
are the creation of specific fund¬ 
ing to refurbish and upgrade older 
and Victorian schools that do not 
qualify for 21st century funding; 
the removal of proposed town 
centre on-street parking charges; 
a review of LED replacement of 
non-standard lights; increased 
scrutiny to address current 
non-delivery of projects and 
savings; an audit of community 
facilities in Gibbonsdown and 
an equal geographic distribution 
of strong communities grant 
funding.” 

He said it would be “irrespon¬ 
sible” not to agree a budget and 
that’s why he and his colleagues 
would ensure it was agreed. The 
leader of the Plaid Cymru group, 
Cllr Ian Johnson, said he thought 
it was unfair to ask people to pay 
more money for fewer council 
services when the Vale Council 
has substantial reserves: 

He explained: 

“Disappointingly, the 
Conservatives and Labour voted 
together against our sensible and 
constructive suggestion of a 3.5 
per cent increase in last week’s 
meeting. 

“We have already seen both 
Tories and Labour voting 
together for a 10 per cent increase

Cllr Gwyn John of Llantwit 
First Independents said that 
unless car parking proposals were 
dropped, he wouldn’t back the 
budget. He said: “I am pleased 
that some money is promised 
towards bus services in the west¬ 
ern Vale, but it is unlikely that I 
will support the new proposals on 
Friday unless Cllr Thomas scraps 
his plans to introduce car parking 
charges at Llantwit Major. 

“If he expects residents of 
Llantwit Major to pay car parking 
charges on top of a 4.9 per cent 
increase in the budget then he can 
think again.” 

Cllr Thomas’s decision to 
rely on Labour support will 
come as a bitter blow to the four 
Conservatives who helped to vote 
the budget down: Vincent Bailey, 
Janice Charles, George Carroll 
and Andrew RT Davies. It is 
understood they raised concerns 
with the Vale Leader over council 
tax levels in future years and 
called for a deferral on a decision 
over the possible relocation of 
Llancarfan School in Rhoose. 

They released a statement early 
this week in which they said: “It 
would be wrong to look to the 
Labour Party for solutions to the 
problems created by a flawed 
funding system”, adding that they 
hoped that a Conservative budget 
could be delivered on Friday. 

A Welsh Government spokes¬ 
person said councils should avoid 
delays in setting a budget: “Under 
the Local Government Finance 
Act 1992 councils must undertake 
the calculations which underpin 
the budget and the council tax by 
March 11. 

“While a budget is not invalid 
if it’s agreed later than this date, 
councils cannot set their council 
tax rate and raise their own 
income until they have agreed 
their budgets. Councils will 
want to avoid the uncertainty 
delay causes to local people and 
businesses.”

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City Deal 
hands out the 
cash for new 
transport 
projects 


THE Cardiff 
Capital Region City 
Deal has listed the 
first series of pro¬ 
jects where cash will 
be spent, and these 
projects will focus 
on transport and 
infrastructure, with 
each council getting 
around £3 million 
spent in its area. 

The £3 million 
intended for the Vale 
Council area will be 
spent on the develop¬ 
ment of a bus and rail 
interchange at Barry 
Dock Rail Station, com¬ 
plete with four to five 
bus bays, provision for 
taxis and the potential 
extension of the existing 
Park and Ride site. The 
£1.2 billion City Deal is 
financed, in the main, by 
the Welsh Government 
and the UK Government, 
but the 10 local authori¬ 
ties in the area are each 
contributing as well. 

The Vale Council, for 
instance, is being asked 
to contribute around £.1 
million each year over 
the next 10 years. 

The project, named 


‘Metro Plus’ is aimed at 
unceasing the number of 
passengers who use the 
railway each day from 
40,000 to 80,000 across 
the city deal region. 

The Leader of BCBC, 
Cllr Huw David, is 
the chair of the CCR 
Transport Authority. He 
said: “The schemes pro¬ 
posed through the Metro 
Plus programme have 
been drawn from the 
priorities of individual 
councils and mirror the 
‘Metro spine’ - creating 
both short and longer- 
term opportunities for 
communities throughout 
south east Wales. 

“The 10 proposed 
schemes within Phase 1 
of the wider Metro Plus 
programme represent a 
diverse range of projects, 
with transport as the 
central component for 
enabling growth, expan¬ 
sion and opportunity to 
be unlocked. 

“Metro Plus provides 
the potential to develop 
a whole programme of 
activity that contributes 
to, complements and 
enhances Metro and 
mobility delivery in the 
region.”

Motor-cycle pilot

The council is set to 
introduce a temporary 
traffic order for up 
to 18 months to allow 
motor-cycles in bus 
lanes, to deter them 
from weaving through 
traffic jams and dodg¬ 
ing oncoming traffic.

The rules on whether 
motorbikes can use bus 
lanes without risking 
fines vary from one local 
authority to another. 

Motorbikes are 
allowed to use bus 
lanes in Cardiff after 
the city’s council held a 
six-month trial in 2015.

6 All-Wales approach to revising 
speed limits needed’ says councillor 


THE Vale Council’s cabinet member for 
Neighbourhood Services and Transport, 
Cllr Geoff Cox, has written to Minister 
for Economy and Transport Ken Skates 
AM to set out the council’s view that

THE Vale for Africa charity held a twm¬ 
path on St David’s Day at the St Donat’s 
Centre at Atlantic College. The event was 
supported by Jane Hutt AM, Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and Barry town council 
mayors and the Lord Lieutenant Morfudd 
Meredith. 

Raising funds for the charity’s Eye Care Project in 
the Tororo district of Eastern Uganda, local optom¬ 
etrists led by Ted Arbuthnot take an eye care team 
on an annual visit to the area to provide treatment 
and training. 

The twmpath provided an opportunity for more 
than 100 people to hear more about the work in 
Uganda, including support for students at Atlantic 
College from the Tororo community. 


20mph speed limits cannot be realised 
unless Welsh Government takes the lead 
and sets an all-Wales approach. 

While traffic speed is recognised as being a major 
contributory factor to the severity of road traffic 
collisions, evidence to date on the success of 20mph 
limits, in respect to them having any significant 
impact on road traffic collisions or casualties, is 
limited. Cllr Cox said: “I can see the potential 
benefits of 20mph speed limits for specific traffic 
speed related problems. I recognise that there are 
a number of local and national groups advocating 
the introduction of such limits on a significant scale 
across the Vale of Glamorgan, a number of whom 
I have personally met; however I am also aware 
that there are many residents in the Vale who are 
opposed to the concept. 

“Changing the minimum speeds in many areas 
of the Vale from 30mph to 20mph, as is being sug¬ 
gested by some groups, represents a major decision 
for this council and one which I feel requires input 
and guidance from our national Government; due 
to the lack of evidence available of their success to 
date, the juxtaposition of our residents, the cost of 
their introduction (which is estimated at £700k for 
this council), and the fact that this is a Wales, or 
even, a UK wide issue.”

After coffee we were shown Barbra’s other work, 
taken throughout Europe over the years, which 
demonstrated a wide variety of subject matter 
and general pictorial styles, ah backed up by 
her usual high-quality printing and presentation.

The 11th of the month featured Brian Coleman 
EFIAP, FWPF, who we have not seen for some 
time. Instead of the usual pictorial evening, Brian 
gave us a talk entitled ‘What I Look For As A 
Judge’. 

Our monthly competition is fiercely contested 
but we do seem to get one or two of the members 
being more successful than most of the others. 

This presentation gave the rest of us lesser 
mortals some clues and tips on how to make our 
entries more acceptable to a judge. Having made 
us aware of the importance of style, composition, 
subject matter and presentation, we were given a 
practical session where Brian showed us some of 
his own work and asked us to award a score to it, 
as if we were judging it. 

After we had cast our votes he told us the 
scores that each had received when they were 
entered into various competitions - needless to 
say the marks often differed considerably, which 
Brian explained was due to our voting high on 
pictures that we liked and low on those that we 
did not. 

This summary explained why some of our 


pictures have not scored as well as we would 
have liked. In all, this was a very interesting and 
rewarding night, especially as Brian is booked to 
judge one of our monthly competitions later in 
the year. 

On January 18 we were given a joint presenta¬ 
tion by two of our members, Dave Green and 
Kathy Edwards. Each gave an impressive and 
varied presentation based upon their particular 
interests. Dave showed a wide variety of sport 
and music subjects, and Kathy showed us shots 
taken on her travels over the years. 

On the first of February we were given a fab¬ 
ulous presentation by Alyn Wallace, of Llanelli. 
Alyn battled the weather to get to us and present 
his low light ‘nightscapes’ and astro-photography 
work and was welcomed warmly. 

He first came to us a year ago and it was 
obvious then from the quality of his work that he 
would be a great success. Since then, he has gone 
from strength to strength having success in major 
competitions such as Astro Photographer of the 
Year, numerous periodical publications and 
image sales; his success has been so great that he 
has now turned professional. 

The scope of his work is truly phenomenal: 
Turkey, the Dolomites, Iceland, the Canary 
Islands, Spain and Italy all featured as well as 
numerous shots taken in the Brecon Beacons. 

The night-sky shots showed star trails, meteor 
showers and images of the Milky Way, with a 
particularly memorable shot taken on the Spanish 
island of La Palma, showing the moon rising 
through the arch of the Milky Way. 

Alyn was very generous with tips and advice 
explaining in detail his entire workflow and 
describing what equipment is needed and, more 
importantly, how to use it! Several of the mem¬ 
bers have expressed an interest in trying out this 
technique and we look forward to seeing some of 
their efforts in future competitions. 

Thank you, Alyn, for one of the most inter¬ 
esting nights we have had in a long time and we 
look forward to your next visiting on January 20 
next year, 


On February 8, we visited the Vale Camera 
Club at Ynysowen for our annual seven-way 
print battle. Each club entered four colour prints 
and four monochrome prints. The competition 
judge gave a constructive and critical assessment 
and expressed his pleasure at the quality on 
show, with Barry coming a creditable joint third. 

On the 15th we were visited by Gerald Davies 
who gave us a talk entitled ‘Photographic 
Composition from Basic to Advanced 
Techniques’. 

Gerald, a vastly experienced photographer, 
gave a very succinct definition of “composition - 
to arrange the subject matter in the frame to give 
a pleasant photograph”.

One of the key points he made was that it 
is not essential to have a bag full of expensive 
equipment to make good photographs - as the 
famous landscape photographer Ansel Adams 
once said: “The single most important compo¬ 
nent of a camera is the 12 inches behind it.” 

The final meeting of the month on the 22nd 
was, as always, our monthly competition and the 
guest judge on this occasion was old friend of 
the club Jo hn nie Rogers ARPS, AFIAP, AWPF, 
CPAGB. Joh nn ie gave a measured and construc¬ 
tive criticism and expressed his pleasure in the 
overall standard of the entries which inevitably 
led to the marking being very close. 

Best mono print scoring 20 points was judged 
to be Glenn Porter’s ‘North American River 
Otters’. Second place, scoring 19 points, was 
Rob Owens’ ‘Timber Remains’ and third place 
with 18 points was awarded to Barbra Archdale- 
Smith for her ‘Demi Johns’.

Endurance race 
returns to Barry 


SUNDAY, March 
10 sees the return 
of an extraordinary 
test of endurance, 
the Barry Track 
40 Miles and Barry 
Marathon Track 
Race, at the Jenner 
Park Stadium. 

Racing over such 
arduous distances 
pre-dates the modem 
Olympic Games and 
was very popular in 
the mid- and late 19th 
century. In Wales too, 
many such races were 
held in Maindy Stadium, 
Cardiff and the first sub- 
four hour 40 miles was 
achieved there in 1967. 

The local equivalent 
at Barry was first held 
on the cinder track in 
1986 and was won by 
local athlete Mick 
McGeoch, who remains 
the race director today. 

After converting 
the track to a synthetic 
surface the following 
year, the Barry 40 has 
been held every year, 
and has earned its place 
as a cult event on the 
global ultra calendar. 

In the previous 32 
editions no less than 
62 world best perfor¬ 
mances have been set, 
and three Barry winners 
have gone on to win 
global titles - Carolyn 
Hunter-Rowe (1993), 
Simon Pride (1999) and 
Lizzy Hawker (2006). 

The Barry Marathon 
was created in 2017 as 
an opportunity for those 
who would find them¬ 
selves unable to complete 
40 miles in the allotted 
time, and has proved 
a popular under card. 

Two-time win¬ 
ner Steven Way 
(Bournemouth AC) is 
unable to defend his title 
this year, which leaves 
a potentially very open 
race. Samantha Amend 
(Belgrave Harriers) 
is the stand-out entry, 
and we could see an 
outright lady winner. 

Potentially the quick¬ 
est in the field is Grant 
Jeans from Glasgow. 
Incredibly loyal to 


today’s event, Grant 
has twice won here in 
2012 and 2015, and 
last August won the 
Strathaven 50 miler for 
the fifth time in a new 
record. If he has man¬ 
aged to arrive injury-free, 
he will be hard to beat. 

Nathan Flear (3Ms 
Gorseinon) has been 
mnner-up for the last 
two years, as well as 
Welsh Champion. He 
has been training in both 
Kenya and Bulgaria 
lately and flies home 
especially for this race. 

Norwegian-born Ake 
Fagereng is a scientist 
currently based at Cardiff 
University. Now 36, he 
has contested ultra races 
all over the world and 
most notably won the 
2015 Racing the Planet 
Roving Race, 250km 
over six days in Ecuador. 
However, 40 miles on 
a track is a new expe¬ 
rience, even for him. 

As always the 
race incorporates the 
Welsh Ultradistance 
Championships, and five 
of the athletes qualify 
for that.

Syd 
Wheeler (Chepstow) 
comes to Barry to com¬ 
pete in the marathon, 
having completed a 
marathon every year 
since 1983. Syd has 
completed the 40 miles 
five times in the past 
between 1996-2002 and 
is now 81 years old! 

Finally we welcome 
a local man, Jason 
Elworthy, who competes 
in the T38 class. Jason 
competes for Barry & 
Vale Harriers, where 
he also coaches. In 
the past he has mainly 
competed in the throws 
and shorter distances, 
with a longest distance 
of Half Marathon in 
Cardiff, where he set a 
Welsh record of 4:16:49.
